Lewd Shows and Bankruptcy At 


The Pan-American Exposition 


Dallas newspapers report that 
the Pan-American Exposition falls 
far below the success of the Cen- 
tennial last year in Dallas. The 
Cavaicade was to be discontinued 
Sunday night because it was stated 
it was losing seven hundred dollars 
daily. First, the Cavalcade was of- 
fered at regular prices, then of- 
fered as a free attraction except 
for reserved seats and concessions, 
and now it is closing. Patronage 
of the carnival section has di- 
minished so greatly tha@the news- 
papers report the concessionaires 
are demanding a free gate to the 
Pan-American grounds to increase 
the crowds or they will not con- 
tinue. 

Perhaps the best indication of the 
turn of affairs is the news that last 
week the large “attraction,” The 
Road to Rio went into bankruptcy 
and was closed for days and then 
allowed to reopen so that the poor, 
unpaid employees might manage 
a show for little and get what 
livelihood they could from it, The 
Road to Rio was the “girl show” 
in the building that last year 
housed the lewd, nude, Streets of 
Paris. It is now revealed that 
Streets of Paris last year lost 
many thousands of dollars, and 
that The Road to Rio has already 
gone $30,000 in the red, as I re- 
member the newspaper statement, 

Amen and Amen! The Sword of 
the Lord hopes that every lewd, 
dirty show out there goes broke, 
that every poor girl who makes a 
living by exposing her nude body 
and thus enflaming lust, will have 
to go back to mother or into de- 
cent employment. We shed no tears 
over the money lost by licentious 
men who started out to make rich- 
es by the exploitation of women’s 
bodies and men’s desires. 

The failure of the Pan-American 
Exposition is a rebuke to the city 
government of Dallas which 
pledged itself to do away this year 
with the lewdness that last year 
cursed the great Centennial ex- 
position, but who, many feel, did 
not keep their solemn obligations. 
The failure is a rebuke to the Dal- 
las newspapers which have con- 
stantly emphasized by pictures and

Spirit, makes others unhappy, 
breaks peace and fellowship among 
Christians and brings shame and 
reproach on the cause of Christ.

and, behold, a beam is in thine 
own eye? 

5. “Thou hypocrite, first cast 
out the heam out of thine own 
eye; and then shalt thou see 
clearly to cast out the mote 
out of thy brother’s eye.” 

— Matt, 7:1-5. 

First, a Christian ought not to 
stand in judgment on another 
Christian because he does not know 
all about it. Most gossip and most 
criticism is based on hear-say and 
rumor. Your criticism of other peo- 
ple is usually simply quoting that 
old liar, “They say.” Before you 
pass a criticism that will break 
somebody’s heart or bring tears or 
shame or arouse anger or cause 
some weak Christian to stumble, 
you had better consider carefully 
whether you absolutely know what 
you are talking about. Eli thought 
that Hannah, a broken-hearted 
woman in tearful prayer for a 
child, was drunk. He thought that 
he saw her drunk. But he did that 
woman an injustice and would 
have committed a terrible sin to 
have reported anything of the kind. 
The apostles at Pentecost were ac- 
cused of being drunk when in fact 
they were filled with the Holy Spir- 
it (Acts 2:13). Those who saw 


criticised the Spirit-filled Chris- 
tians. So you had better be mighty 
careful before you criticise people 
even when you think you know 
they are wrong. “I saw it with my 
own eyes” — How many false and 


a statement! But Eli’s eyes de- 
ceived him (I Sam. 1:13-15). Han- 
nah was not drunk though she ap- 
peared to be. The apostles at Pen- 
tecost were not drunk though the 
prejudiced observers thought they 
saw convincing evidence. 


A woman once said to me, “Why 
have you got it in for me? You 
passed me on the sidewalk and de- 
liberately looked the other way and 
wouldn’t speak!” Poor, dear, sensi- 
tive soul ——I am so absent-minded 
I must offend many in that way. 
My burdens and probléms are so 
many that I sometimes forget the 
most ordinary courtesies and often 
do not see people when I look them 
square in the face. I never re- 
member even seeing the woman 
just mentioned. Yet she sinned 
when she judged me. And about 
all such cases the Bible says, 
“Judge not, that ye be not judged.” 
Do not feel free to criticise with 
unchristian freedom for all of us 
are so human and weak and ig- 
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norant that we do not know enough 
to pass judgment fairly. 

Every lawyer discovers that 
among obviously honest people, 
witnesses sworn to tell nothing but 
the truth and obviously trying to 
tell the truth, differ in their re- 
ports of things to which they were 
eye witnesses! If three people see 
the same automobile accident they 
will yet not agree on what really 
happened. One reason we cannot 
tell things straight is because we 
do not see them straight. Our ca- 
pacities are so limited and our sin- 
cursed human nature so frail that 
a prayerful Christian dare not 
judge others on his own judgment. 
For God knows we do~not want 
others to judge us by appearances. 
“Appearances are deceitful” and 
“all is not gold that glitters.” 


How blind our criticism often is! 
We speak evil of people and quote 
what they said, only we do not 
quote exactly what they said. On 
the same basis Jesus was cruelly 
and bitterly criticised. Witnesses 
came and swore in the trial which 
condemned him to be crucified that 
they had heard Jesus say concern- 
ing the temple at Jerusalem, “I 
will destroy this temple that is 
made with hands, and within three 
days I will build another made 
without hands” (Mark 14:58). 
They swore that therefore Jesus 
was an enemy of the Jewish re- 
ligion and of the temple. Actually, 
Jesus had said something very 
Similar to that but “he spake of 
the temple of his body” (John 2: 
21), that is, that He would rise 
from the dead after three days in 
the grave. 

Evil speaking concerning others 
is always unkind, usually it is silly 
and foolish and often it is down 
right vicious. When you do not 
know exactly what a man meant 
by his words, and often you do not 
even remember the exact words, 
then it is foolish to do him harm 
and sin against Christ by hurt- 
ful criticism. 

And if we are not fit to judge 
people by what we ourselves see 
and hear, then how can we judge 
them by hear-say and gossip? 

When I was very young I was 
greatly impressed with the silliness 
of gossip by a game people used 
to play, called “gossip.” We would 
sit in a big circle around a room 
and one person would start the 
game by softly whispering a sen- 
sentence in another’s ear. Then 
that one would turn and again 
whisper what he heard, as he un- 
derstood it, to his neighbor, and so 
the message would be relayed 
around the circle. Invariably it 
came back greatly changed, un- 
recognizable, usually with no con- 
nection whatever to the first whis- 
pered sentence! So it is with gos- 
sip and that is one reason the Bible 
condemns so sharply such talking 
about others. Hear-say, gossip, is 
usually perverted and twisted by 
ignorance and winged by malice, 
sped by hate. People speak evil of 
their neighbours because they think 
evil of their neighbours. Alas, too 
often “The wish is father to the 
thought” and we accuse people of 
doing what we hoped they did. So 
Christians are commanded not to 
suffer as “busybodies in other 
men’s matters” and-women par- 
ticularly are warned about “wan- 
dering about from house to house; 
and not only idle, but tattlers al- 
so and busybodies, speaking things 
which they ought not” (I Tim. 
5:13). And the same chapter 
warns particularly, “Against an 
elder receive not an accusation, 
but before two or three witnesses.” 
Of all those who suffer from 
Slander and gossip, none are so 
sinned against as ministers of God. 
They are public men. All they do 
is of interest to the public. They 
are held to be examples, as they 
ought to be, and so people expect 
of them more than of other people. 
Preachers who preach against sin 
offend many people and so there 
are many who look for something 
to criticise. The gainsaying outside 
world which hated Jesus Christ 
naturally is not friendly toward 
His ministers who serve Him faith- 
fully. Thus they are subject to 
criticism. So Christians are warned 
not to receive an accusation 
against a preacher except by the 
mouth of two or three witnesses, 
evidently eye witnesses. 

I fear that some preachers some- 
times sin grievously in judging

Books By J. E. Orr 


CAN GOD — ?, or 10,000 Miles 
of Miracle in Britain, an enticing 
narrative, fell into my hands some 
months ago. It tells of the ad- 
ventures of a young man who set 
out by faith without money to cov- 
er England, Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales with the gospel, walking, 
riding a bicycle, busses and trains 
as God opened the way and pro- 
vided the means. Edwin Orr's 
story of his launching out in the 
fashion of the apostles and the 
seventy to bring about a united 
front of confession and prayer for 
revival among Christians is as re- 
freshing and simple as a spring 
of water flowing from a hillside. 
This lad (only a boy) believed the 
Bible, believed that God answers 
prayer, and proved it hundreds of 
times. Doors opened, friends ap- 
peared, money was provided, meals 
and travelling expenses. Souls were 
saved, Christians were blessed, and 
the young man grew in grace. 
Then he wrote his adventures 
which are shot through and through 
with Scriptural quotations, person- 
al experiences with God, and an 
exuberant Celtic good humor. That 
is the story of CAN GOD—?. 
Can God— ?, or 10,000 Miles of 
Miracle in Britain is the first book 
of the series.

Mr. Orr 
was in Dallas and but for my out- 
of-town engagements, I could have 
had him with us in the Funda- 
mentalist Baptist Tabernacle. 
When I returned, I greatly regret- 
ted what we had missed. He spoke 
in the greatest churches in Ameri- 
ca, Moody Church, Chicago; First 
Baptist Church, Minneap olis; 
Church of the Open Door, Los 
Angeles; Calvary Baptist Church, 
New York City; etc. He spoke to 
a mass meeting of 10,000 people in 
Chicago, arranged for by the Busi- 
ness Men’s Christian Committee. 
His keen understanding of the 
Word of God, the revelation of his 
daily prayer life, his discernment 
concerning Christian leaders and 
movements and doctrines greatly 
endeared him to me. 


Then I read the book about 
Australia, All Your Need, the 
greatest of the three, and possibly 
the greatest of the series, I do 
not know. It reveals in Edwin Orr 
(only twenty-four years old when 
he toured the United States and 
Australia), a ‘remarkable growth. 
For instance, he had supposed 
his mission was primarily 
to arouse Christians and bring 
them to confession and revival, but 
a layman led him to see that he 
ought to expett to win many lost 
souls.

“Speak Not Evil One of Another, Brethren’’

(II Tim. 4:14). As far as I know 
that is the worst that Paul ever 
said about anybody. He did not 
give the details. Probably he only 
mentioned the matter because the 
sin was a public sin in the church, 
turning the hearts of the people 
against Paul and for that reason 
it was proper to mention it pub- 
licly. One man in Corinth was liv- 
ing in such shameful sin that Paul 
counselled them to withdraw fel- 
lowship with him at once. But he 
went into no detailed discussion of 
the man’s sins. In II Corinthians, 
after the man had repented, Paul 
urges that he be forgiven quickly 
and confirmed in the faith (II Cor. 
2:5-8), and in neither account is 
the man’s name called. In later 
years that man could never be re- 
proached by strangers who had 
read in Paul’s epistles of his sins! 


If you know a man’s wicked past 
but now he is sorry of it, then 
never mention it. Someé one you 
know has a girl who has played 
the harlot or a boy who is in the 
penitentiary; in God’s name help 
them hide that shame and pray 
with them for the restoration of 
the erring one! All of us have sins 
enough and sorrow enough. Chris- 
tians should not add to sorrow 
but rather “Bear ye one onother’s 
burdens, and so fulfill the law of 
Christ” (Gal. 6:2). In my heart 
are burdens and sorrows of many 
others, confessed to me, which I 
will carry with me to my grave 
or to the rapture, wept over, 
prayed about, but never mentioned, 
many of them even to my wife. 


Do you suppose that you have 
grieved the Spirit of God by criti- 
cism? In Ephesians, in the last 
part of chapter 4 and the first part 
of chapter 5, deals with sins that 
grieve the Holy Spirit. Ephesians 
4:30 says, “Grieve not the Holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are 
sealed unto the day of redemption.”’ 
When you read that list, nearly 
all of them are sins of the tongue: 
“bitterness,” “wrath,” “anger,” 
“clamour,” “evil speaking,” “‘jest- 
ing,’”’ and such like. Maybe that is 
one reason you do not win souls. 
Perhaps because of your critical, 
sinful tongue your prayers are not 
answered. Perhaps your criticism 
of your brothers or sisters for 
whom Christ died has-so grieved 
the tender Holy Spirit that you do 
not feel the joy of His presence 
any more! Then confess your sin 
today, I beg you, ask God to give 
you such a tender heart of love 
and forgiveness that you will obey 
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the Scriptural command, “Speak 
not evil one of another, brethren.” 


The Harm of Criticism 


Let us summarize some of the 
evils that result from this sin of 
criticism. When you speak evil one 
of another, terrible results follow. 


1. It often ruins the life cf the 
one criticised. Many a girl has 
thrown herself away after her rep- 
utation was ruined by foul-minded 
and wicked gossipers. Many a 
young Christian fell into sin and 
then because, of unkind and un- 
christian criticism, with never a 
helping hand, they became so dis- 
couraged that they never went 
back to the church. Some have 
admitted to me that they sinned 
in going to dances or in getting 
drunk or getting angry but who 
were so severely criticised by those 
who did nothing to help that they 
never had heart to try again to 
live a Christian life. Many pastors 
have quit the ministry, unable to 
face the hounding of unreasonable, 
unspiritual, worldly-minded critics. 
The most unselfish preacher who 
ever lived, I suppose, has been ac- 
cused repeatedly of “preaching for 
money.’ The boldest and most un- 
compromising of preachers have 
been accused of catering to public 
favor if he would not preach what 
his critics wished to have him 
preach. Many a preacher who 
differs from a long-tongued and 
evil-minded critic is called a mod- 
ernist. Every warm-hearted, soul 
winning, Spirit-filled preacher has 
Preacher's 
wives and children are subject to 
merciless criticism. Criticism has 
ruined the life of many a preacher. 

Criticism causes suicides, broken 
health and ruined nerves. Gossip 
has broken countless homes, has 
estranged brothers, has divided 
churches. Evil speaking of other 
Christians is a heartless, cruel and 
terrible sin which often rdins lives. 


2. Young Christians are often 
caused to stumble by hearing criti- 
cism of other Christians. In thou- 
sands of cases, children in a family 
lose interest in Sunday School and 
church because their parents criti- 
cised the Sunday School teachers 
or the pastors or the members of 
the church. They quickly become 
disheartened and disgusted. When 
young Christians hear so much 
criticism they often feel that there 
is no one they can trust, that it 
doesn’t pay to try to live for God. 
They become discouraged. Of such 
cases as these Jesus said, “‘Whoso 
shall offend one of these little ones 
which believe in me, it were better 
for him that a millstone hanged 
about his neck, and that he were 
drowned in the depth of the sea’”’ 
(Matt. 18:6). Col. 3:21 says, “Fa- 
thers, provoke not your children 
to anger, lest they be discouraged.” 
Parents, too critical, may sin here. 
Every young Christian needs some- 
one to look up to and depend upon 
and pattern after. Do not ruin the 
life of young Christians by heart- 
less, profitless and thoughtless evil 
speaking of other Christians. What- 
ever faults you know of in a Chris- 
tian, it always invariably does 
harm instead of good to discuss 
them before others. 


3. Evil speaking gives Christi- 
anity a bad name with the outside 
world. Christians are supposed to 
love each other, and the most ig- 
norant sinner knows instinctively 
that brotherly love is the mark of 
a Christian. Jesus said, “By this 
shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one 
to another” (John 13:35). We are 
told in I Corinthians, thirteen, that 
love is the greatest thing in the 
world. Disagreements among Chris- 
tians should be few and corrected 
as quickly as possible. Jesus said, 
“Agree with thine adversary quick- 
ly, whiles thou art in the way with 
him...” And we are commanded 


to “let not the sun go down upon | 


your wrath’”’ (Eph. 4:26). Critical, 
suspicious, quarreling Christians 
are the poorest possible recommen- 
dation of the Lord Jesus Christ! 


In a revival in West Texas I. 


one night preached on the sin of 
divorce. Unknown to.me, two men 
active in the church Work had been 
divorced and remarried. One of 
them had married a divorced wom- 
an. These two hotly resented my 
sermon; one threatened me with 
physical violence, and they talked 
bitterly about the preaching in 
their homes. But in a few days 
the power of the gospegl broke the 


hearts of these men. In tears, 
humbly and ashamed, they came to 
beg my forgiveness and asked me 
to pray for their families. One man 
was particularly concerned over his 
teen-aged daughter who had shown 
some interest in her soul early in 
the revival. However, as he had 
raved angrily concerning the 
preacher, this girl’s convictions had 
all seemed to leave her. Now she 
could not be reached, it seemed. 
Her angry father had broken down 
her confidence in the preacher. 
Later, when her father and I to- 
gether earnestly tried to win her 
to Christ, the child, with set face 
and hardened heart, resisted every 
appeal. The man went away con- 
vinced, as I was, that he had 
blocked the salvation of his own 
daughter by his criticism of the 
preacher. No doubt there are mul- 
titudes in Hell who went there be- 
cause of critical tongues of Chris- 
tians who speak evil one of an- 
other, and particularly of preach- 
ers and Sunday School teachers 
and Christian workers. 

Before you ever accuse an evan- 
gelist of preaching for money or 
a pastor of favoritism among the 
members or any Christian worker 
of worldliness or sin, you had bet- 
ter consider whether you will there- 
by block the only influence God has 
for the winning of your children 
or loved ones. When we -learn to 
earnestly respect Christians, “par- 
ticularly Christian workers and 
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strive to maintain their good repu- 
tation, then the outside world will 
respect them as we do and never 
before. 


4. Evil speaking brings division 
and strife. Years ago my talented 
stepmother used to give a read- 
ing that ended with these words, . 


“Words unexpressed may some- 
times fall back dead, 

But God Himself can’t kill 
them when they are said!”’ 


Critical tongues and evil speak- 
ing have more to do with divisions 
in churches and among Christians 
than any other factor in the world. 
Proverbs 26:20 tells us, 


"Where no wood is, there the 
fire goeth out: so where there is 
no talebearer, the strife ceaseth.” 

Evil speaking leads to misjudg- 
ing of one another, leads to ex- 
aggerations and misrepresentations 
of sin. It leads to hate and venge- 
ance and a hundred other sins. 
Evil speaking and criticism are 
talebearing and the fuel for all 
the sins of dissension and division. 


5. Do not forget that most im- 


portant of all the Holy Spirit of — 


God is grieved by the sin of evil 
speaking and criticism. Perhaps 
this sin, more than others, is re- 
sponsible for the spiritual coldness 
and lack of the presence and pow- 
er of the Spirit of God in our 
churches and in our homes.
